Interestingly four Charles Taylor's arrived in Australia in the relevant time 
frame, however two can be confidently discounted due to age (15 years) 
and the point of disembarkation (H obart). The third Charles Taylor, who 
was transported for life, arrived on the ‘Asia’ on the 19th N ovember 1827 
and appears in the Convict M uster of 1837 as a 29 year old. The emotion 
contained in thetoken would seem unlikely to apply to a husband who would 
have been nineteen in 1827. The final and strongest candidate for 'M y dear 
H usband' is Charles Taylor who was transported for lifeon the'M arquis of 
H astings' on the 14th April 1827. His death at age 47 was recorded on the 
18th August 1839 at Bathurst very soon after he was pardoned, and before 
he could be reunited with his dear wife.

on bush duty’, his penalty '15 days Police Pay stopped' in October 1846. He was again charged for the same offence in 1847 with the same penalty. This did 
not dent his reputation for on the Troop Order No.4 Sydney, 1847 records: 


‘The Commandant has much pleasure in publishing to the M ounted Police that His Excellency the Governor has been pleased to express H is approbation of 
the zeal and good conduct displayed by Sergeant Doyle, commanding the detachment of M ounted Police, stationed in Liverpool as well as by the men under 
his orders in their capture of a gang of Bushrangers, who had been for some time committing depredations to a great extent in the District. His Excellency has 
been pleased to direct that a reward of £10 shall be paid to Sergeant Doyle, also £5 to Corporal N aughton, Troopers Archer, Evans and M cEcklegun. 


By order, Jno M clerie M ounted Police.’ 
The Police Gazette M ay 22 1876 lists the discharge of Snr Constable M ichael Doyle N 0.514 with a gratuity of £202-10-0.

A newspaper report of the incident reads as follows. 


On Tuesday morning at about 6 o'clock a woman and her child were saved 
from death by drowning at the foot of King-street by the courageous act of a 
fireman aboard the Parramatta steamer named J ames Graham. It appears that 
the child was playing on the wharf when it accidentally fell into the water. 
Its mother happened to be near, and, with true maternal solicitude, at once 
endeavoured to effect a rescue. The little child was struggling helplessly in 
the water, when the mother reached over from the wharf and tried to catch 
its clothes; but her reach was six inches short, and in her agony at the danger 
of the child, she overbalanced herself and fell into the water. The struggle 
was most painful. The little infant sought safety in vain in its mother's 
arms, and the mother in turn strove in vain to keep the child above water. 
They were both drowning, when Graham, the fireman, manfully plunged 
into the water to their assistance. He was not a moment too soon; the child 
was partly insensible, and the mother was sinking beneath the surface. She 
instantly grasped Graham around the neck, while he lifted the child out of 
the water. The two were soon brought ashore and promptly attended to 
by the onlookers. It is said that this is the seventh or eighth case in which 
Graham has been instrumental in saving life. If, however, this was his only 
one, his conduct is well worthy of public reward.

In the N ew South Wales Police Gazette, 1 April 1896, is recorded, ‘J oseph 
Phillips, alias Bourke, alias Wilson, charged with attempting to burglariously 
break and enter the dwelling-house of Robert Hickling, "Rugby Hotel", 
Newtown, on the 14th ultimo, has been arrested by Constable Read, 
Sydney Police. 


A brief account of the incident is that at N ewtown in the early hours of the 
morning Watchman Taylor was patrolling King Street when he heard noises 
on the balcony of Mr R.Hickling's Rugby H otel at the corner of King and 
Watkin Streets. H ereported the matter to Constable H ead who was on duty 
in the vicinity. The constable approached the hotel stealthily and on hearing 
voices on the balcony he proceeded to climb up one of the balcony posts. 
Just as he reached the top a man sprang from the balustrade and jumped to 
the ground, a distance of about 14ft. The constable got down and a lively 
chase ensued until they reached a lane at the rear of Bucknell Street. Several 
times the constable called on the runaway to stop and threatened to fire at 
him. Theman ignored the warning and Constable R ead fired and a ball from 
his Webley revolver passed through the fleshy part of the man's upper arm. 
H e then staggered to the fence and was arrested. When asked what he was 
doing on the balcony the man said he was ‘prospecting’. H e was then taken 
to the police station and charged with having being found on the premises 
of the hotel with intent to commit a felony.

He was rescued by Mr W.E.Phillips, of Forest Lodge, with the assistance 
of Inspector Dwyer, of the Harbour Trust, and Water Police Constable 
Jarvis, and was taken to Sydney H ospital. It is supposed that he is mentally 
deranged. After recovering from the effects of his immersion he said that he 
"wished to go to Calvary". 


It seems that the young man was an escaped lunatic from Callan Park 
Asylum and was under the delusion that he was the adopted son of M iss 
N ellie Stewart, a well known actress at that time. H e also wanted to die for 
the sake of his religion and go to Calvary.

Case details: At about 4.30pm on 18th February 1991, aman was swimming 
in the surf at Hawks N est Beach. At the time the surf was very rough, with 
waves about 4 metres in height and a strong current running. Suddenly, the 
man was dragged out to sea by arip and, being a large man, relatively unfit 
and a poor swimmer, he was soon in trouble. He called out for help as he 
struggled to keep afloat in the rough seas. 


Anthony M cLeod was sitting on the beach when he heard the calls for help. 
By now the man was beyond the last breakers, a distance of approximately 
100 metres from shore. M r M cLeod immediately entered the surf and swam 
out into the rip to the man's aid. He took hold of the man and commenced 
Swimming to shore. As he was doing so, the man regained consciousness 
and began to struggle. In his panic heclimbed onto the back of Mr M cLeod, 
a slightly built man, forcing him under the water for quite long periods of 
time. 


Some time later, and with no other help, Mr McLeod was able to bring 
the man to shore safely, where he placed him in the recovery position and 
immediately left the beach to call for medical assistance. About 10 minutes 
later ambulance paramedics arrived and treated the man who was conscious 
but having trouble breathing. H e was then conveyed to a nearby doctor's 
surgery, and later allowed to leave, suffering no ill effects. 


Police have praised Anthony N cLeod's actions and feel the swimmer would 
most certainly have perished if not for his brave and unselfish actions.

R.B.W hitehead examined and published in the 1931 N umismatic Chronicle (p.91-130), all Known examples of the zodiacal coinage and he noted 7 known 
examples (p.123) of this type and date. 


Jahangir (1605-1628), Akbar's son and immediate successor, used the Ilahi Era to great artistic effect by issuing two series of mohurs that incorporated Ilahi 
Era elements. The earliest series, known as the portrait series, since the coins show the emperor on the obverse, all show the constellation Leo superimposed 
over the sun - a reference to J ahangir's birth in August. This series was struck within a three-year span early in Jahangir's reign and are quite rare. The second 
Series, Known as the zodiac series, since each of the twelve constellations of the Zodiac is represented on the reverse, was a much larger series. Struck both 
in gold and silver, the zodiac series was issued from several mints (with Agra being the primary), and were minted over seven or eight years. Since the Ilahi 
months were solar months and corresponded with the solar ecliptic (an imaginary line in the sky that marks the annual path of the sun), each month was 
represented by an appropriate sign of the Zodiac, recording its particular month of issue. 


The Sagittarius is known from 1029/14 to 1034/20m, about seven years. As per Tuzuk-e] ahangiri, it occured to the Emperor in the 13th regnal year that, "At 
this time it entered my mind that in place of month they should substitute a figure of constellation which belongs to the month. For instance in the month of 
farwardin, the figureofa RAM and urdbihist the figure of a BULL. Similarly in each month a coin was struck the figure of a constellation was to be one face as 
if the sun was emerging from it. The usage is my own and had never been practiced until now"- with acknowledgement and thanks to Prashant Kulkarni. 


Because many of these coins had been recalled and melted by J ahangir's successor, Shah J ahan, original strikes are very rare. Collector restrikes were periodically 
issued over the following century, and though they are more often encountered than the originals, are relatively rare themselves.

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Sir Reginald 'Rex' Wildig Allen Leeper GBE, KCMG was born at Glebe, 
a suburb of Sydney, N ew South Wales on 25 M arch 1888. His father was 
Alexander Leeper, a renowned educationalist and publicist born in Dublin, 
Ireland on 3 June1848 and first Warden of Trinity College and founder of the 
collegiate system in the University of M elbournein Victoria, Australia. R ead 
his lengthy biography in the Australian Dictionary of Biography, Volume 10, 
(M UP), 1986. Reginald Leeper was educated at M elbourne Grammar School 
and M elbourne's Trinity College from where he graduated with honours 
in the classics, Italian and Japanese. H e then completed his studies at N ew 
College, the University of Oxford in England. 


Reginald Leeper worked at the Intelligence Bureau of the Department of 
Information during WWI and also served for a short time at the Political 
Intelligence Department. H e entered the British Diplomatic Service in 1920 
on the recommendation of H.A.L. Fisher, an English historian, educator 
and Liberal politician. His natural ability and personal qualities saw him 
develop a good name for himself in the Foreign Office and this reputation 
was enhanced by his first overseas appointments at Warsaw, Riga and 
Constantinople. He acted as Charge d'Affaires in Warsaw, Poland on three 
occasions during 1923 and 1924 and again in 1927 and 1928 and also was 
in charge of His M ajesty's Legation at Durazzo, Albania for part of 1927. 
During his timein Poland, Reginald Leeper made a rapid grasp of the Polish 
language and had the ability to make personal contacts in every important 
circlein Poland and healso becamean acknowledged expert on the complex 
Polish-Lithuanian situation. 


In 1929 Leeper returned to the Foreign Office as Head of the News 
Department and four years later was promoted to the rank of Counsellor. 
H e was largely responsible for the creation of the British Council and for 
the institution of the foreign language broadcasts of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation (BBC). |n 1939 hewasto beappointed asH is M ajesty's M inister 
at Bucharest in Rumania but dueto the outbreak of war this was not possible 
so instead he was placed in charge of the Political Intelligence Department 
of the Foreign Office wherein he built up a team of expert and enthusiastic 
propagandists who, under his wise guidance, did much to undermine the 
morale of the enemy. As Ernest Bevin wrote, 'Your handling of the personal 
and administrative problems presented by so large and heterogeneous a 
community, working under the abnormal conditions imposed by total war, 
cannot be allowed to pass without a word of sincere appreciation. ' 


In 1943, Reginald Leeper was appointed Ambassador to the Greek 
Government first in London, later in Cairo and finally in Athens. This was 
a period fraught with difficulties, sufficient to test the skill and patience 
of the most accomplished diplomat. During this period he succeeded in 
carrying out His majesty's Government's policy of moderation, in the face 
of unfair criticism, Greek dissensions and sporadic civil war. H e fought hard 
for reconciliation and finally had the satisfaction of seeing Greece well on 
the way to holding the elections which enabled the Greek people to elect a 
Parliament of their own choosing (see his book, When Greek M eets Greek, 
detailing his experiences during this tumultuous period in Greece). 


In M ay 1946 hewas appointed Ambassador to the Argentine Government at 
a timewhen thestate of Anglo-Argentine relations called for diplomatic skill 
of avery high order. H e played a great part in bringing about the successful 
conclusion of the Eady-M iranda TradeA greement of September 1946 and in 
carrying through the saleto theArgentine Government of the British-ow ned 
railways in Argentine. H e witnessed the signing of the Andes Agreement by 
President J uan Peron in 1948. 


Sir Reginald Wigram Allen Leeper GBE, KCM G retired from the diplomatic 
service in that same year and became a director and Chairman of the London 
Committee of De Beers Consolidated M ines. He died on 2 February 1968. 
His brother, Alexander Wigram Allen Leeper was also a distinguished 
British diplomat.

John 'Jack' Leonard Farrington was born on 14 June 1906 in Sydney, 
Australia, to English parents. H e grew up in Fiji, where his father who was 
a doctor died in 1915. The following year his mother moved the family 
to Canada, where she was appointed M atron at the Provincial Home for 
Incurables at M arpole in Vancouver. J ack was educated at public and high 
schools in Vancouver, British Columbia and then at the University of British 
Columbia graduating as a Bachelor of Applied Science in M ay 1928, with 
1st class honours in mining engineering. In his third year at university he 
was awarded its Dunamuir Scholarship for highest standing in mining 
engineering. 


After graduation, his profession was that of a field and mining geologist, in 
sub-Saharan Africa. From June 1928 to M ay 1931 he was a field geologist 
with Loangwa Concessions in Northern Rhodesia (present-day Zambia). 
From May 1931 to July 1936 he was in Southern Rhodesia (present-day 
Zimbabwe), working for the Gold Fields Rhodesian Development Company, 
for valuation and development of prospects, and as the only geologist at 
the Wanderer M ine. He looked at the Kakemega goldfield in K enya, then 
enjoying a gold rush, but did not stay. From July 1936 to November 1937 
he became an assistant geologist at the head office of New Consolidated 
Goldfields, at Johannesburg, South Africa. Moving to the Gold Coast 
(present day Ghana), from N ovember 1937 he became chief geologist with 
the Ashanti Goldfields Corporation and was the first resident geologist at 
the rich Ashanti gold mine. 
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When he volunteered for military service in 1939 his application claimed 
experience in (1) interpretation of air surveys, (2) mine development, (3) 
diamond drilling, (4) organization of field parties and prospecting units, 
and (5) handling of labour; also ‘special knowledge’ of aerial surveying 
(based on the planning and interpretation of four such surveys), tunnelling, 
surveying, and general reconnaissance of unmapped or poorly mapped 
territory. However, hewas not accepted for service dueto poor vision in one 
eye. Up until 1942 his work included wide experience in siting positions for 
boring and control of boring operations involving diamond drills, including 
siting of boreholes for water, and in 1941 hebecamean Associate (postwar a 
M ember) of the Institution of M ining and M etallurgy (UK), and in February 
1943 also a Fellow of the Society of Economic Geologists (USA). 


W hen he was finally accepted for military service in 1942, at the age of 36, 
he sought employment with boring units of the Royal Engineers. H owever, 
after initial training with N o. 6 Training Battalion RE (at Elgin in Scotland) 
from 30 October to 21 December 1942, he was attached to the Survey 
Training Centre RE (near Ruabon in north Wales) to attend a field survey 
course, followed by a coursein air survey and cartography, from 22 December 
1942 to 28 April 1943. The Survey Centre's main function was to train 
officers and men as military surveyors, who would then be able to act as 
reinforcements for existing survey units, and for the formation of new units. 
H e was then detached to 14 Corps Field Survey (CFS) Company RE from 
28 April to 17 J uly; returned to the Survey Training CentreRE from 18 J uly 
to 12 October; and detached again, to 523 CFS Company RE, before being 
posted to ISTD, at Oxford, on 8 N ovember 1943. J ack's'O fficer's R ecord of 
Service’ notes that he was detached briefly to B.A.S. Washington, USA from 
19 October to 5 November 1944, and to active service in NW Europewith 
21 Army Group in France, Belgium and Holland from 24 December 1944 
to 19 January 1945. Soon after the Geological Section ISTD was formed, 
Jack became its officer commanding. 


After the war Jack went to Nigeria, where as a consultant, his first client 
was Amalgamated Tin M ines of Nigeria (ATM N ). There he took part in an 
aerial survey of the]os Plateau, and made the acquaintance of the Western 
Nigerian goldfield. Then he was invited to be the official consultant to the 
ATMN Group, based in N igeria. H e published a preliminary description of 
the Nigerian lead-zinc field and undertook a mining survey in Cameroon. 
After being appointed Assistant General M anager with ATM N in 1953, he 
was promoted to General M anager in 1957. Whilst General M anager, he 
was appointed a ‘special member' of N igeria's N orthern H ouse of Assembly 
(Lagos Times, 4 September 1961) to represent the region's mining interests, 
and promoted Northern Nigeria as 'an awakening giant’. He served until 
retirement from Nigeria in September 1964. 


Presentation copies of the farewell speeches that marked his resignation 
from the H ouse were donated by the family to the Pitt Rivers M useum at 
Oxford in 2006, as part of the documentation that accompanied donation 
of two ceremonial fans. Also, with retirement imminent, in the Queen's 
Birthday Honours of 1964 he was appointed a Commander of the M ost 
Excellent Order of the British Empire for his services to the mining industry 
in Nigeria. 

Jack and his wife returned to England, to Tonbridgein Kent, before moving 
to the Channel Island of J ersey where he continued with some consultancy 
work after retirement, but died there on 20 M arch 1982.

Victor Stanley Peers, born 22Dec1874 at Deniliquin, N SW, was the son of 
Mr Louis Peers, headmaster of the Zeehan East State School in Tasmania. 
H ewasan active member of the Z eehan Company of the Tasmanian Defence 
Force having joined in 1896. Five members of this Company including Pte 
Peers were selected to join the Tasmanian M ounted Rifles for service in 
South Africa. 
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In an account of his service in South Africa published on the front page of 
the Zeehan and Dundas H erald on Saturday 3 November 1900 Victor Peers 
reported one incident in which he was wounded as follows. 'The Tasmanians 
went to J asfontein, occupying a few days there in outpost and patrol work. 
One day, in the course of a reconnaissance, we got into a warm corner, and 
two of our men - Gilham and Button, both of Ulverstone - were killed; Mr 
Lambie, the Victorian special correspondent was also shot (and died), while 
M r Hales, a correspondent for a Western Australian paper, was wounded and 
taken prisoner; four of the Tasmanians - Privates H utton, Swan, Brothers, 
and H ynes were captured; | had got my horse shot under me, but managed 
to get away on foot to a kopje. 


When | got to the kopje three Boers came up after me, but fortunately for me 
they came from different directions. They seemed to be very excited. Two of 
them had to be dealt with at once, but | sent them to their last resting place 
before they could hit me. | was gradually getting away further from the front 
to other kopjes nearer the camp, when the third Boer interposed before! had 
got two hundred yards away. Wewere about fifteen yards apart. At thesame 
moment we fired at each other, his bullet hitting mein the neck, just behind 
the ear, and mine going through some part of the chest. The sensation | felt 
was just as if pricked bv a needle. Having got rid of the Boers, for the time 
being, at any rate, | made my way around some kopjes, over the veldt, to 
our camp, a distance of something like six miles. | lost a lot of blood, and 
felt a bit weak when | reached our lines. It was quite impossible to get to 
my mates who were taken by the Boers, as they were completely cut off by 
the Boers, who numbered three hundred, while there were but fifty of us. 
| certainly did not expect to see so many of my company again, and how 
they got away is a miracle. | was sent to the Field Hospital at R endsburg, 
where! remained two days, then to N aauwpoort, where another couple of 
days were spent, next into the ambulance train for Cape Town, where! was 
placed in No. 3 General H ospital.'

In 1903 Lieutenant Colonel took up duties as Assistant Adjutant General 
for artillery at M eloournetemporarily.

(A. and |. Staff) was selected as one of the officers to attend a course of 
instruction at Sydney University. Also in 1910 hewas appointed commandant 
of the South Australian military forces and not long after appointed Colonel. 
He died at the age of 57 after a protracted illness and was laid to rest ina 
massive ceremony at the West Terrace Cemetery, Adelaide, South Australia 
on 26 N ovember 1913. Thesizethe ceremony demonstrated the high regard 
in which the late Commandant was held by all ranks. 


During the visit to Western Australia in November 1908 of His Excellency the 
Governor-General, the opportunity was taken to present several decorations 
and medals to various members of the Commonwealth military forces. The 
occasion was held at Government H ouse. O nerecipient was Sergeant H. Le 
M esurier (late N atal M ounted Rifles) who received the M eritorious Service 
M edal and the Natal M edal and clasp 1906 (Zulu Rebellion, 1906). 
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Sergeant H. Le M esurier, son of the W.A. Commandant (Lieut-Colonel 
Le M esurier), served in the South African campaign with the N atal Police 
(Queen's South Africa M edal and clasps). During the Zululand R ebellion of 
1906 he served as a trooper in the N atal M ounted Rifles. Whilst with them 
he volunteered to ride, and subsequently rode, up the face of KnobkerrieH ill, 
in order to draw the fire of the rebels, locate their position, and indicate to 
the column a path by which to scale the kopje. On completing his duty he 
rejoined his column under a heavy fusillade of assegais (Spear) and bullets. 
For this" plucky and meritorious act" , as it was described in General Orders, 
PrivateLeM esurier was, thesame day, promoted to therank of Sergeant, and 
recommended for the M eritorious Service M edal. This medal the G overnor- 
General pinned on Sergeant Le M esurier's tunic in the name of H.M. the 
King, wishing him at the same time a long life to wear it. His Excellency 
also presented him with the N atal M edal and clasp, 1906.

An article in the M ount Lyell Standard and Strahan Gazette, M onday 25 
February 1901, p3 reads as follows, 


RETURNED FROM THE WAR-TROOPER RONALD DOUGLAS. 
HOW HE WASWOUNDED. 


It was on the 23rd of February, 1900, that Trooper Ronald Douglas, with 
the rest of the Lyell contingent, proceeded from Queenstown to H obart for 
enrolment in the Tasmanian section of the|mperial Bushmen's Corps, and it 
was on February 22, 1901, that he set foot in the town once more. Trooper 
Douglas was therefore absent from the district twelve months, and, as was 
to be expected, during that period he underwent many strange experiences. 
The story of how he was wounded, as related by him to a "Standard" 
representative yesterday, is especially interesting. 


Trooper Douglas, although not in such good condition as when a year ago 
he lodged his application at the "Standard" office for enrolment in the 
Bushmen's Corps, looks well in health, and outwardly does not appear to 
have suffered any harm from the severe wounds which he received on August 
21 last during an engagement in the Ottoshoop district. On that date the 
Bushmen were endeavouring to find the flanks of the Boers and got round 
behind them, when suddenly the Bushmen came in sight of a number of 
horses near a farm house. Douglas, O bant, H illier (all Lyellites) (i.e. residents 
of Mount Lyell in Tasmania), and Allen (a Queenslander) rushed into a 
churchyard near by in order to get a better shot at the Boers, and they then 
saw two of the enemy sneaking up to get a shot at Jackson and some other 
Tassies. Douglas and his mates waited until the Boers got closer, and then 
three fired, bringing one of the men down. The other Boer started to run, 
and then Chant fired and dropped him. T hese Boers were afterwards picked 
up by the British and taken into the hospital at O ttoshoop. 


Douglas and party, who had been joined by Lawson, another Tasmanian, 
stayed in the churchyard for some time, but at length they found the Boers 
were creeping up a donga, and from their position the Bushmen were unable 
to get a good shot at them. Douglas decided to make for a cattle kraal lower 
down, on thebank of the donga, and Lawson offered to join him. Allen and 
Chant advised them not to go, but they persisted in their purpose. Douglas 
was walking along in front of Lawson, when be was struck by a bullet just 
below the right breast. He, however, made no mention of the fact that he 
had been shot to Lawson, for he only thought he had received a scratch, 
the wound not being painful, and only producing a stinging sensation. The 
pair reached the kraal, but even then they could not get a shot at the Boers 
in the donga, so they decided to proceed further along the donga in the long 
grass. Seeing the grass moving ahead of them on the opposite side of the 
donga they fired several rounds into it, but could not judge the effect. At 
last a Boer put his head up out of the grass, and as he did so Douglas fired 
and shot him in the chest. Almost at the same instant Douglas was shot in 
the left side, the bullet passing right through his body. 


T hegrass was too long for the Boers to distinguish Douglas and Lawson, but 
bullets flew unpleasantly close to them. Lawson, who was about 20 yards 
away from Douglas, at last remarked that they had better make a move, and 
Douglas, who had not intimated that he was shot, suggested that Lawson 
should retire first, in order that he (Douglas) might cover his retreat. To this 
course Lawson objected, remarking that he would not go without his mate. 
Douglas, who was becoming paralysed in his legs and knew that he had 
no chance of reaching their horses, which they had left some considerable 
distance behind, pointed out that if they both went together they would 
get shot. He did not want Lawson to know he was badly wounded, for be 
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knew that his mate would not leave him under those circumstances, and 
he was anxious that he at any rate should get away safely. He told Lawson 
that while he was making for the horses he would keep on firing at the 
Boers and Lawson could perform a similar office for him (Douglas) when 
he was trying to join him. Lawson then consented to move, but just as he 
got up from the grass a big Boer appeared in sight 30 yards away. Lawson, 
however, dropped him, and taking to his heels made a dash for the horses. 
Subsequently Douglas ascertained that the column had taken their horses 
away, and consequently Lawson could not find them. Lawson waited for his 
comrade for a considerable lime, but the latter, of course, did not put in an 
appearance and Lawson madehis way back-to camp, which hereached about 
one or two o'clock in the morning. He reported Douglas as missing. 


In the meanwhile Douglas lay wounded in the long grass. Once he saw 
Sergeant-M ajor Boyes about 100yds away, but he had by that time grown 
too weak to call out. H ebelieves that be must have been unconscious portion 
of the time, for the hours passed quickly by. At times Boers passed close by 
him bearing saddles which they had removed from the horses shot by the 
British. J ust about dark a little Dutch girl, about 17 years of age, came to 
him and asked him whether he had been shot. She tried to lift him up, and 
even wanted to carry him, but he was too big a burden. She removed his 
bandolier and his haversack and put them under his head, and not being 
satisfied with the improvised pillow, took off her skirt, and wrapping it 
up with the bandolier and haversack made a comfortable resting place 
for his bead. She left him there, but in three-quarters of an hour returned, 
accompanied by her mother and five aunts (she had eight aunts, by the way). 
T hey talked together in Dutch for a while, and he wondered what were their 
intentions, for he had heard tales of cruelty on the part of Boer women. All 
doubts as to their intentions were, however, dispelled when four of them 
stooped down, crossed their hands under him, and then carried him to a 
farmhouse, a distance of about half a mile. There they handed him over to 
the care of the girl's grandmother. After examining his wound, the old lady 
prepared some salve, with some white powder, goat's cream, and soap, which 
she placed on the wounds. For bandages she used her apron, which shetore 
into strips. He spent a comfortable night, and in the morning did not feel 
any pain from his injuries. 


H estayed at the house for five days, and during that timea lot of Dutchmen 
from the Boer laager, which was only five miles away, came to ask after him. 
Thelittle girl could speak English well, she having been educated in M afeking, 
and when his visitors were ignorant of English she acted as interpreter. He 
once inquired of the girl how she came to find him, and she said that she 
saw both him and Lawson go down through the grass, and only one return. 
Prior to the fight they had been removed from the firing line by two Bushmen, 
whom shedescribed so accurately that Douglas did not fail to distinguish the 
men. He derived much amusement from the manner in which she imitated 
their little peculiarities. General Lemmer (who was recently killed) came to 
see him, and asked him whether he would prefer to go to the Boer hospital 
at the laager, or to the British hospital at O ttoshoop. Douglas replied that 
he wished to go to the Ottoshoop hospital General Lemmer told him that 
he would send him a Boer doctor, but next day the General informed him 
the Boer doctor was too busily engaged in attending to their own wounded 
to visit him. General Lemmer, however, brought him a bottle of brandy, and 
sent for him anoteto the British camp, requesting that an ambulance should 
besent to the farm house to take him to the hospital. Theambulance arrived 
in duecourse, and Douglas was removed to O ttoshoop. After spending three 
days there be was despatched to M afeking, 24 miles distant, in an ambulance 
cart, in which he had a very rough and fearful journey. He stayed in the 
hospital in M afeking for three days, and was then sent in a hospital train 
to Deelfontein, which be reached after a two days’ journey. September 4 
was the day of his arrival at Deelfontein, and it was not until December 18 
that he was able to get out of bed. It was a long illness and only his strong 
constitution pulled him through. The hospital, the Imperial Yeomanry 
H ospital, was a splendid institution, being described as the best in South 
Africa. He ascribes his recovery to the care given him by the Dutch, and 
especially to the kindness of the girl who found him and had him removed 
to the farmhouse. H ad it not been for her he is sure that he would not now 
be alive, as he was losing blood fast when she reached him. 


Speaking generally of his experiences Douglas says that the Lyellites, like all 
the Bushmen, enjoy campaigning when thereis plenty of fighting. W hat they 
detest is town life, in which they have to guard stores or perform similar 
monotonous duties! Any Australian who has been used to roughing it would 
enjoy the life on the veldt as long as there was a fair share of excitement. 
At any rate Trooper Douglas appears to be enamoured of campaigning life, 
for he has again applied for enlistment and hopes to pass the doctor. If he 
is successful in finding a place in the ranks of the next contingent it is to 
be hoped that he will not again be a recipient of Boer bullets. If, however, 
it is his fate to be again wounded, may he fall into the hands of as kindly 
disposed enemies as was his good luck last August.’

The 
letter was written from M andegas, Central Africa dated J uly 7/00 and starts 
off, 'We are going to the front by degrees. We have come 129 miles in four 
weeks. There are fourteen of us camped here to look after any truck horses 
as they come up from Biera. They stop here for four hours to get a feed and 
drink, then wetruck them again to go to Umtali, which is the next station, 
where they stop for a rest.’

Rowland Edward H arkus was born at M oruya on the NSW south coast 
on 12 Junel869. He served in the Postal Department at M oruya and from 
17M ay1892 at Parramatta, Sydney, N SW. He joined the Parramatta troop 
of Lancers in 1893 and was an outstanding horseman and also talented 
in wrestling, sword and lance competitions including tent pegging just to 
name a few. 


Corporal Rowland Edward H arkus died of enteric fever at Bloemfontein. 
He had been an employee of the PM G Department before going to South 
Africa and despite his pleas for an exemption he was denied permission to 
go to the war. He went anyway. T here were very many news reports of his 
death, one going into great detail of Corporal H arkus's military career and 
military tournament achievements and covering almost an entire pagein The 
Cumberland Argus and Fruitgrowers Advocate (Parramatta) on Saturday 
12 May 1900. Another less detailed news report in The Temora Star on 
Saturday 12 M ay 1900 reads as follows. 


‘Death of Corporal H arkus 


Corporal Harkus, who was one of the best-known men in the N ew South 
Wales Regiment, has, like many another brave fellow, ended his career in 
South Africa. Colonel Burns on Wednesday received a letter from Captain 
Cox, who is in charge of the Lancers on active service, conveying the 
information. The communication was dated April 10, and stated that six 
days previously Corporal H arkus had died in the H ospital at Bloemfontein. 
Several other members of the squadron were also in the hospital, but their 
cases were not critical, and, taken altogether, the health of the rest of themen, 
Captain Cox said, was very good when compared with other regiments. 
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Corporal H arkus was an active member of the Lancer Regiment, and was 
perhaps the most prominent member in military sports that the colony 
has produced. He took part in all the leading military tournaments in the 
colony, and invariably carried off anumber of prizes. On two occasions he 
has gone to England as a representative of this colony. The first was at the 
jubilee, in 1897. H ethen took part in various military sports, and earned the 
distinction of gaining two Empire medals. W hat this means may be imagined 
from the fact that only seven Empire medals are granted annually, and they 
are open to the whole of the Imperial, Indian, and colonial military forces. 
Corporal Harkus brought two of the seven back to N ew South Wales. In 
1899 he again went to England with the squadron for training. It was while 
returning from this trip that hostilities commenced, and part of thesquadron 
went on active service as soon as their vessel reached the Cape. Corporal 
H arkus returned home to Parramatta to put his affairs in order, and then 
proceeded with the second contingent of Lancers to join their comrades on 
the battlefield. Although the letter received by Colonel Burns does not state 
the cause of death, it is surmised that he fell a victim to enteric fever, as 
recent letters from the front stated that this dreaded scourge was prevalent 
at Bloemfontein.’

H ands 
up!" There were about 600 of them altogether. | was nearly asleep when | 
heard the first volley. | got up as quickly as possible, got hold of my rifle, and 
ran out, and got hit in the head. This threw me down, and for a minute or 
two | knew no more. H owever, | soon recovered, and immediately grabbed 
my rifle again, and had just shoved a cartridge into the breach when | got hit 
again on the hip. By this time the Boers were well around me. They collared 
my rifle and bandolier, and that finished me. | shall tell you all about it when 
| get a bit better. At present | am getting the best of attention, a room to 
myself, an orderly, and a nurse to look after me."

On another occasion, an articlein M ay 1901 was written in theLondon Daily 
M ail by Edgar Wallace in which he states, 'Two weeks ago - the day before 
De Wet crossed the Orange River on his return home - Captain Dallimore, 
of the Victorian Imperial Regiment, while scouting with a patrol of 15 men, 
got on the track of a party of Boers twice as strong numerically as his own 
small party. With that skill which only the Australians seem to possess, he 
followed the enemy without letting his own party expose themselves, and 
night found him with his little band posted along a ridge overlooking the 
Boer camp, which was in the angle of the Sea Cow and Orange Rivers. All 
night long in thedrizzling rain the Victorians waited, and at last dawn broke, 
and showed the sleeping forms of the enemy, slumbering quite oblivious of 
the presence of our men. Had he been so willed, Captain Dallimore might 
have shot every sleeper as he lay, but he did a thing for which every man 
with the instincts of an Englishman will praise him - he ordered a volley to 
be fired over their heads, so that they might wake and havea fight for their 
lives. That was mercy - and, good sportsmen, it was "the game’ .'

Albert Theophilus Duka, born 18Apr1866 in St George Hanover Square, London, England, the son of Lt-Col Theodore Duka MD, FRCS, HM Indian 
M edical Service; was educated at Cheltenham College then at Cambridge University where he graduated B.A. in 1888 and M.A. in 1892; he then worked at 
St George's H ospital; took the L.S.A. in 1891 and theM .R.C.S. and L.R.C.P. Lond in 1892; he later moved to Australia; he joined 3rd Queensland M ounted 
Infantry; M ar1899 appt'd Surgeon-Captain in the Queensland Defence Force (Land); Capt Duka was a member of M Coy QM1 when he was appointed 
M edical Officer to accompany the Third Contingent of QM | to the Boer War; Capt Duka, who distinguished himself in attending to the wounded under very 
heavy fire during the Eland's River siege and on other occasions was invalided home suffering from severe dysentery; on his return he resumed his position

‘A cable message from Cape Town yesterday conveyed the news that the first 
fatal accident had occurred on board the Commonwealth flagship Australia, 
shortly after thenew Dreadnought left Cape St. Vincent. Petty O fficer Charles 
Edward H olmes wasthe victim, a derrick falling on his head. Unusual interest 
attaches to the accident, owing to the fact that the unfortunate young sailor 
was well known in naval and military circles here. He was only 30 years of 
age, and a resident of Twyford Street, Williamstown where he leaves a new 
wife and two young children to mourn their loss. 


Thelate Petty O fficer H olmes, in the capacity of a bugler boy, went to China 
with the Victorian Contingent at the time of the Boxer Rebellion serving 
under Captain Tickell. On returning he joined the Victorian naval forces 
and gained the rank of Seaman. Subsequently Petty Officer H olmes served 
in the Royal Australian Garrison Artillery, being stationed at Queenscliff, 
showing special ability in handling the little steam launch M ars. When 
the Australian naval service was made especially attractive, Holmes again 
enlisted and formed a member of the crew of the destroyer Parramatta. 
He afterwards went to England to obtain experience prior to joining the 
Australian flagship. '

Rescue award: On the weekend of 25-27 M ay 1889, seventeen inches of 
rain fell in Sydney and all the low lying land was flooded, especially the river 
flats of Campsie, Canterbury and M arrickville. At about 1 pm on 27 M ay 
on the return trip, the driver of the Canterbury horse-bus found that the 
water had covered the bridge much more than on its earlier, outward trip. 
N evertheless, he tried to cross the bridge and during the crossing the four 
horses attached to the vehicle were swept off their feet, and the animals and 
bus were swept away. The fare boy and all four horses were drowned and 
the bus smashed to a heap of splintered driftwood. Fortunately the driver 
and passenger managed to reach safety, being dragged out of the floodwaters 
by rescuers. Constable Plunkett made a desperate attempt to save the fare 
boy. Unfortunately hefailed and in a thoroughly exhausted condition hewas 
saved by some local Chinamen who were local market gardeners.

David Bruce Gordon first enlisted in the RAN and was allocated number 
2527. After he was discharged for desertion and ruled unfit for service with 
the RAN he subsequently enlisted again but failed to mention his previous 
service. He was allocated number 4009 but A/Director of N aval Accounts 
discovered his previous servicein September 1915 but it was decided to take 
no action until he returned to Australia. Thus when he died O.N .4009 was 
the number recorded against his name on the memorial plaque at the N aval 
Burial Ground in Jamaica and also the number recorded for the enquiry 
into his death. At a later date, his prior service and all of his records were 
amalgamated under the original servicenumber of O.N .2527 and thisis the 
number on his service medals. 


An enquiry into the circumstances of O .N .4009 Stoker D.B.Gordon's death 
on board HM AS Sydney at Kingston on Saturday 4 M arch 1916 was held 
by the commander of HM AS Sydney, Captain ].T.Glossop C.B., RAN on 
10 March 1916 and his letter of the outcome of such was forwarded to 
the Commander-in-Chief for North America and West Indies. It was found 
that Stoker Gordon ‘died through misadventure by impaling himself on the 
bayonet of a guard of HM AS Sydney who was acting in the performance of 
his duty, and to whom no blame is attachable.’ 


During the enquiry one of the witnesses called was Stoker Wilfred Wright 
O.N .1164. H estated as follows, 'l waslying on themess stool and saw Stoker 
Gordon with a fork in his hand jabbing at things on the mess table, as he 
appeared to bedrunk | thought he was going to do some damageso | got off 
the stool and saw him makea lunge at Stoker Roberts and brought the fork 
down into the table. A minute or two afterwards | saw Stoker Gordon go 
into the tube and bring with him a Branch Pipe. H ecame back into his own 
mess and first knocked over a fanny of tea then he started with the plates 
and basins: he went from our mess to N os.12 and 10 messes doing the same 
with their crockery, he did the same with the Leading Stoker's mess.

H ecame over then and stood between the torpedo hatch and the Corporal's 
mess and | heard him say "| have nothing to live for" and saw him go to 
his cap box which was on the bag rack and draw a razor from it. He went 
back to the centre of the deck again and opened out the razor, still having 
the Branch Pipein his hand. H eput the razor up to his throat but he did not 
seem as if he cut himself but after bringing his hand down he saw blood all 
over his hand and said "blood, that's what | like". The next | saw was the 
escort come down and | went into the tunnel tube so did not see anything 
further.’ 


Another witness, Chief Stoker Thomas M cCleery O .N .7841 stated as follows, 
‘Between ten and five minutes to four | was sat in my mess and Stoker Dott 
came to the mess and called out "Thereis a Stoker cast loose on the Stokers' 
after mess deck". | immediately got up and went to that mess deck. When | 
got to the foot of the ladder | looked round and saw Stoker Gordon with a 
Branch Pipein his hand smashing up all the plates and basins. | madea rush 
for him but he made at me with the Branch Pipe: then he rushed across the 
deck, | went to follow and heseized a razor, someone called out " Stand clear, 
he's got arazor", then he rushed towards the Corporal's mess and smashed 
the Watch Bill there. | went to go forward the Starboard side when | heard 
the Guard was on the deck. Thenext thing | saw was the Guard cometo the 
charge. Stoker Gordon made a rush at the Guard with a Branch Pipe and 
struck at him, and | saw the bayonet close to his left shoulder. He then fell 
and | closed up and saw the blood flowing from his face and then from his 
shoulder. H e was then picked up and carried to the torpedo hatch.’ 


When asked "Did you see Stoker Gordon inflict any wound on himself 
with the razor?" the witness responded, "| saw Stoker Gordon as he was 
falling with an open razor in his hand inflict a wound across either his face 
or neck." 


Some witnesses stated that Stoker Gordon was addicted to alcohol and they 
had previously seen him drunk and violent. 


A medical witness, Surgeon Leonard Darby RAN was asked as to whether 
he was aware that Stoker Gordon had comeon board drunk and ina violent 
condition 56 hours before his breaking out on the mess deck. H e answered, 
'Yes, | am aware of that and the condition in spite of this may have been 
due to a delayed attack of Delirium Tremens, or the man may have from 
hereditary been of unbalanced mind with occasional irrepressible tendencies 
such as the desire to commit suicide. The irrepressible tendency probably 
was stimulated by alcohol excess.’ 


N ote: Delirium Tremens (DTs) is a rapid onset of confusion usually caused 
by withdrawal from alcohol. When it occurs, it is often three days into the 
withdrawal symptoms and lasts for two to three days.

Gordon Stewart was given the nickname of 'Black Sam’, also 'Sam' by the 
members of his unit because in Africa as a young man hehad black hair and 
darkish skin. They regarded him as a tough, cool character. In the Battle of 
El Alamein, there was a series of attacks mounted along the whole Ninth 
Division front. 'Sam' Stewart was FOO (Forward Observation Officer) 
for the 2/32 Battalion whose objective was to capture Trig 22 on Makh 
Ridge, better known to the unit as Cairn Ridge. The whole division had 
suffered heavy casualties during the] uly battles and this day, July 22, was 
referred to as 'That desperate day'. Lance Bombardier George Steele, FOO 
assistant to Lieutenant Stewart stated, 'l was 'ack' to many good FOOs but 
Sam Stewart was as good as any | ever saw. He would go anywhere and, 
the rougher it was, the more he appeared to enjoy it. We were together a 
lot, his devil-may-care attitude scared the daylights out of me but | had a 
great affection and respect for him.' Gordon 'Sam' Stewart's life came to a 
horrendous end in the early hours of 22 August 1981 when hewas murdered 
in his Nepean Highway home at M entone, Victoria by a young man in his 
twenties wielding an axe.

Sgt John Tucker gave a sworn affidavit at Darlington Point, NSW on 28 
M ay 1947 for the bringing to trial of Japanese suspected of War Crimes at 
Osaka 2B, Kobe H ouse, 25B M aibara and 5D M aruyama Prisoner of War 
Camps. His affidavit reads as follows, 


‘| was N X 35446 Sergeant John Tucker of 2/19 Bn, A.I.F. and was taken 
prisoner by the Japanese at Singapore on the 16th February 1942, and 
arrived at Changi Camp on approximately 23rd February 1942, remaining 
there until August 1942. 


(1) Conditions at Changi Camp were reasonably good, food supplies were 
sufficient and were of reasonably good quality, and in general could not 
complain of the circumstances. 


(2) | was moved by boat "The Kama-M aru" to Kobe area, Osaki Camp 
in August 1942. The conditions on board ship were very poor, sanitary 
conditions consisted of one convenience only for approx. onethousand men, 
practically all Australians. Food consisted of two bowls of rice a day, and 
very little water, and no water for washing purposes at all. | was subjected to 
one beating whilst on board ship for not saluting the] apanese guard whose 
name! did not know, the voyage took approx. ten days. 


(3) On arrival at Osaki Camp in the beginning of September 1942 we 
were given a fortnight on instructions as to Japanese drill and routine in 
preparation for work. | was then put to work on the ship building yards 
working from 0700 hours to 1800 hours with only one hour break for the 
midday meal. Food consisted of a bowl of rice for breakfast, brown bread 
for midday meal, and rice and a type of vegetable soup for evening meal. At 
the beginning we worked for seven days a week, but after a time one day a 
week was allowed off for washing purposes etc. 


(4) Whilst in this camp, | was a witness to a beating of Sergeant Des M ulcahy 
by the camp commandant, whose name! cannot recall, but feel confident 
that Sergeant M ulcahy could supply that, the beating consisted of being 
bashed about the face breaking both jaws, he was not allowed by the camp 
commander to go to hospital but was stood down from work for a few days, 
| cannot recall the time this beating took place. Sergeant Wal Stringer was 
also bashed by one of the guards, with a leather belt to the extent that he 
was unable to lie on his back for nearly a week, this guard's name! cannot 
recall, as guards were often changed.

(5) | took sick at approx at the end of 1943, and remained in Osaki Camp 
H ospital for six months, theconditionsin hospital were fair, our own orderlys 
(sic) being in attendance, were visited once a fortnight by a Japanese doctor 
by the name of M iataki Known to us as the mad Doctor, who was more 
often than not under the influence of intoxicating liquor, the attention given 
by this Doctor was in my opinion useless, his main job appears to be to get 
as many men back to work as possible. | had one finger injured badly, and 
had to have it opened thirteen different times by a Dutch doctor under the 
instructions from a Japanese orderly by the name of Taujino known to me 
as sleepy which finely (sic) necessitated it being amputated on returning to 
Australia. 


(6) | was discharged from hospital approx. ninemonths previous to cessation 
of hostilities. After three months from discharge, | was sent with approx. one 
hundred Australians to Kobe H ouse, as Engineers and mechanics, to work 
in the railway yards. After a fortnight in this job the yards were demolished 
by an American aircraft, we were then put to work as warf (sic) labourers 
until war ceased. 


(7) The conditions gradually deteriorated during the last nine months, 
food was very scarce, and of very poor quality, sickness developed in the 
camp, particularly beri beri, up to twenty-five percent of the P.O.W. there 
contracting this disease. 


(8) At first we were taken to a hill about two miles from camp whilst there 
was an air raid on, but over the last three months, we were guarded in a 
house in camp, and not allowed to leave whilst an air raid was on. To the 
best of my knowledge no casualties were sustained by any Australians from 
these air raids. 


(9) Of the names supplied on your 34431 of 16th M ay 1947 there are only 
three | can recall 


(a) Miataki "The M ad Doctor of Kobe H ouse", whom | have mentioned 
in paragraph five. 


(b) Taujino known to meas "Sleepy", is also mentioned in paragraph five, 
he was a Japanese orderly and appeared to have a lot of control in the 
running of the hospital. It was a well known fact amongst the patients that 
he had ill treated many, but | was not a witness to any ill treatment other 
than mentioned in paragraph five. 


(c) Kanamura-Takee known as "Gentleman Jim" KKKKK No knowledge of 
ill treatment of any kind by the] apanese, was brought to my notice.

In a letter to Sgt Cameron's father dated 30 N ovember 1945 the Lieutenant- 
Colonel commanding Z Special Unit wrote in part, ‘after reading through 
all available reports on searches carried out that the position is serious and 
| must be frank with you and say that the chances of your son's recovery 
are very slight.....Sgt. Cameron was a member of a specially selected and 
highly trained party of English and Australians who left Australia in 
September 1944 on an operation with the object of sinking enemy shipping 
in Singapore harbour. 


Theparty was unlucky enough to besurprised by a Water Police patrol when 
nearing Singapore and were forced to make a rapid withdrawal, splitting 
up into small groups. These groups received instructions to make their way 
back to an island base some 70 miles from Singapore. Whilst carrying out 
this fighting withdrawal, several skirmishes occurred with the enemy, in 
which we Know some of our personnel were killed. The party succeeded in 
inflicting many casualties on the] apanese but the latter, under interrogation, 
were unable to produce identification. We cannot therefore establish which 
group your son was with. 


Some of the party were picked up and taken back to Singapore but he was 
definitely not amongst those.....This operation was one of the most gallant 
and courageous feats ever attempted in the Pacific and we, as a Unit, are 
proud to have been associated with your son and the other members of his 
group.’ 


Following news reports of somemembers of this raiding party being executed, 
the commanding officer of Z Special Unit advised M r Cameron in a later letter 
that Sgt Cameron definitely was not amongst those executed in Singapore.

Three Australian M ustang Squadrons (No's 76, 77 and 82 Sqns) had been despatched to J apan in February 1946 for service with the British Commonwealth 
Occupation Force(BCOF), although by 1950 only N 0.77 Sqn remained, based at RAAF Iwakuni. No.77 Sqn had already received orders to return to Australia 
and packed most of its stores for shipping when the Korean War broke out on 25th J une 1950. As a member of the United N ations the Australian government 
immediately authorised the use of No.77 Sqn and 3rd Battalion, Royal Australian Regiment (which had also been stationed in Japan with BCOF) as part of 
the UN forces. 
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lot 3317 continued 


77 Sqn flew its first mission over South K orea (bomber escort) on 2nd J uly 1950, becoming the first non-US unit to take part in the Korean War. Thesquadron's 
M ustangs were no match for the much faster and agile N orth Korean M iG-15 so they were committed to a ground attack role armed with rockets and bombs. 
On 8th July, M urray was one of a handful of M ustang pilots in Australia ordered at short notice to Japan to bring No. 77 Sqn up to strength, flying his first 
combat mission over Korea just four days later in which he destroyed two tanks and three trucks with rockets, bombs and .50 calibre machine gun fire. 


T hesquadron initially flew long range missions from |wakuni in defence of the Pusan Perimeter as UN forces pushed the invading N orth Korean Army beyond 
the 38th Parallel. In October the squadron was relocated to H amhung, N orth Korea only to be withdrawn back to Pusan in December as the entry of China 
into the war caused a dramatic reversal and UN Forces were pushed back from the M anchurian border into South Korea. Ground attack missions were 
extremely dangerous and a number of M ustangs were shot down by ground fire, including that of the squadron CO, Wing Cdr Lou Spence. By the time the 
squadron was withdrawn back to lwakuni in April 1951 to convert to Gloster M eteor F.8 aircraft, twelve M ustang pilots had been killed. 


After its return to Japan, some of the squadron's pilots remained to convert to jet fighters but most of the M ustang pilots were rotated back to Australia, 
especially those who had completed their tour of 50 ground attack missions. M urray was one of these as he had completed sixty nine missions over Korea. 
The squadron returned to Korea in J une with their jet fighters but these aircraft were still inferior to the M iG-15 and by the time the ceasefire agreement was 
signed on 27th July 1953, thirty three RAAF and six RAF pilots on attachment had been killed whilst serving with 77 Squadron. On his return to Australia 
M urray flew transport aircraft with 86 Wing and Beaufighters with 30 Sqn for three years from M ay 1952. He was promoted to Sqn Ldr in July 1955, and 
spent the remainder of his RAAF career as a flight instructor. 


In an article by Sergeant Pilot (later Group Captain) M ilton Cottee he writes of missions flown with Flt Lt John 'Jack' M urray as follows. 


‘As our war of interdiction developed we took on a close interest in a particular railway bridge across a ravine. Having knocked down this bridge early in 
the war we took the occasional opportunity to look at the attempts being made to rebuild it. About half way through its rebuild we went in and Knocked it 
down again. 


F/Lt Jack Murray and |, armed with rockets and guns, went in to havea look again, some time later. This time they were waiting for us. Soon after spotting 
the partially rebuilt bridgel saw two big black puffs of flak appear just behind Jack's aircraft. Soon after | felt the double thump from two bursts close to me. 
| recall a feeling of profound anger as! saw flashes from sandbagged gun emplacements near the bridge. 


Being in a good position to roll immediately into a dive at one of the two AA guns! brought my six 50 calibres to bear and opened up with a long hosing 
burst. M eanwhile | selected rockets in salvo at minimum interval timing and flew in to the optimum launch range still firing my guns. Little figures were 
running in all directions around the AA gun | had selected as six rockets followed in close succession from my wings. Then followed a hard pull up and half 
roll to see the effects. 


A few of the sandbags could still be seen but the gun had disappeared. As! rolled upright | spotted J ack diving on the remaining gun emplacement. M uzzle 
flashes showed that those on the ground had recovered from the surprise of my attack and were firing back, so | flew into position for a strafing divein support. 
But this wasn't necessary. J ack's rockets streaked in onto the second gun emplacement and its ammunition went off with a huge smoking burst which reached 
up to engulf his aircraft. | was relieved to see him fly out of the smoke. 


All signs of ground fire had now stopped. We were able to look over the partially rebuilt bridge without further interruption. Our report stated that the 
bridge would not need further attention for a while. Two weeks later, a couple of well placed 500 pound bombs delivered during a 60 degree dive knocked 
the bridge down again. '

The award was presented by Her M ajesty The Queen at Government H ouse on 6 February 1954 to L/Cpl M.E.Wilson, Eastern Command Provost Coy, 
Victoria Barracks, Paddington, N SW. This was the first investiture and awards ceremony held by a British monarch on Australian soil. 


M axwell Eric Wilson, born 16Sep1926 at Parramatta, NSW; WWII: Enl.09Jun1945 at Paddington, N SW; Disch.22M ar1949 as Corporal ex 17 Army Tps; 
Enl.29Aug1950 as 7/73 Private in Permanent M ilitary Forces and posted to British Commonwealth Occupation Force, Japan; Korea: served 270 ct1951- 
27Sep1952 with 3RAR. 


3RAR had taken part in the Battle of Kapyong, 23rd-25th April, 1951 where 3RAR and 2PPCLI repulsed massed Chinese human wave attacks in bitter 
hand-to-hand fighting during which 3RAR suffered 32 killed and 54 wounded. 1 x DSO, 1x MC, 1xDCM,4xMM,1xMID were awarded to soldiers of 
3RAR for the Battle of Kapyong and the regiment also received the US Presidential Unit Citation. As a member of 3RAR L/Cpl Wilson was entitled to wear 
this award. 


In Korea, Wilson was Section Leader 6 Platoon, B Coy. Following is a brief account of the action where he was awarded the M ilitary M edal when 3RAR 
launched Operation Buffalo, a company strength raid on Chinese positions on Hill 75 with a plan to capture enemy prisoners and interrogate them. 'The 
platoon attacked the first line of trenches in the centre of the hilltop, peppering the enemy with machine gun fire and grenades. But as the Australians crossed 
that line of trenches they were attacked from the rear by Chinese soldiers who had now come out from previously protected positions. The Diggers replied with 
Owen guns and phosphorus grenades, throwing their bombs down tunnels where the entrances were visible. Suddenly a Chinese machine gun opened fire from 
just ten metres on a forward section of No.6 Platoon, led by L/Corporal M .E. Wilson, who charged the gun single handed but was cut down as a burst of fire 
ripped across his flak jacket. Wilson then got to his feet and ran towards the enemy gun while throwing grenades at the position. He killed the gunner before 
falling wounded from a'masher' grenade, at which point Pte Ron Cashman ran forward and killed the machine gunner's number 2 with an Owen gun. 


The Chinese quickly disappeared into the deep labyrinth of their tunnels and brought down heavy mortar fire on top of their own defences. Casualties among 
the Australians were rapidly mounting so Captain Richardson ordered his men out. Pte Cashman and Pte Johnny 'Jack' Gill dragged the wounded Wilson 
back to the Australian lines. Later Ron Cashman joked, 'M ax always said - 'They dragged me down the hill so fast, by the legs, | dug a furrow with my nose.' 
B Company had lost two men killed, one died of wounds, one POW and twenty two wounded; the Chinese, twelve killed. No Chinese prisoners were taken. 
Several Australians were decorated for their part in the action including Wilson who received a M ilitary M edal and Captain Richardson aM ilitary Cross. 


From the British General Hospital at Kure, Japan, M ax Wilson wrote to Jack Gill and Ron Cashman a letter which today is held by the Australian War 
M emorial. Some excerpts of that letter include, 


‘Before go any further, Thanks again for getting me off .75. | would have been kicking shit up hill getting off by myself.’ .... 'l have only got flesh wounds. 
O nein the muscle of the left leg and in the thigh and right cheek of the arse. They got the junk out and stitched me up. | get the stitches out on the 27th. I'll 
be okay to get out of this bloody bed then and hobble around. | hope.'...'By the way Cashie you got that b* st* rd that threw the masher didn't you?......... ‘Best 
of luck. Keep Ya H ead Down.’

Citation: Sub-Lieutenant Thomas Francis Supple joined the Royal Australian N avy in 1966 as an aircrew officer, and after flying training in Australia and the 
United States as a helicopter pilot, was posted to the Royal Australian N avy H elicopter Flight Vietnam, arriving in South Vietnam on 15 October 1968. 


On the 23 October 1968, Sub-Lieutenant Supple was the second pilot of atroopship helicopter shot down by enemy fire. On the 2 February 1969, while flying 
a gunship helicopter, captained by Sub-Lieutenant W.E.Symons, Royal Australian N avy, he was shot down again and forced to land in enemy held territory. 
H e was evacuated by another helicopter just before the aircraft was over-run by the Viet Cong. 
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Sub-Lieutenant Supple has carried out a number of forced landings under 
extremely arduous conditionsin a most professional manner without causing 
any further damage to aircraft or crew. Onelanding was executed in such a 
confined space that two aircraft could not occupy the area. 


In combat, flying gunships, Sub-Lieutenant Supple has proved to be a 
competent and aggressive pilot. On the night of 18 April 1969, Sub- 
Lieutenant Supple was scrambled from Long Thanh airfield, where he was 
counter-mortar standby, to render assistance to a small Army of theR epublic 
of Vietnam outpost which was actively engaged with an enemy unit about to 
be over-run. Sub-Lieutenant Supple, the leader of the fire team, was forced to 
make low passes on a predictable flight path to bring his fore to bear on the 
enemy which werein close contact with friendly forces and in close proximity 
to a village. Sub-Lieutenant Supple continued his attack, disregarding the 
heavy small arms and automatic weapons fire, for almost one hour until the 
enemy was forced to disperse. A search at first light revealed three machine 
guns, a number of rifles and five enemy bodies. 


Sub-Lieutenant Supple, by his devotion to duty, professional flying, leadership 
and heroic actions, has acted in the highest traditions of the Royal Australian 
N avy. 


US Air M edal: Lieutenant Supple is entitled to this award which was granted 
belatedly on 25 February 2002 to all members of theRAN Helicopter Flight 
Vietnam.

Unit Citation for Gallantry: For acts of extraordinary gallantry in action in 
South Vietnam from October 1967 to June 1971. 





The Royal Australian Navy Helicopter Flight Vietnam, as part of the 
Experimental M ilitary Unit of the United States Army 135th Assault 
Helicopter Company, exhibited exceptional and extraordinary gallantry 
whilst engaged in offensive operations continuously throughout its four-year 
deployment. This exceptional gallantry was enabled by efforts of the entire 
Royal Australian N avy Helicopter Flight Vietnam. 


The Flight was a unique unit and every member, regardless of mustering or 
category, either performed their duties with demonstrable gallantry or were 
used in roles for which they were not trained and still performed bravely. 
The administrative and maintenance staff were required to assist in the 
provision of base security in addition to their normal duties and almost all 
of thesupport personnel regularly volunteered to act as aircrew employed as 
door-gunners and Crew Chiefs. This was in addition to the extremely long 
maintenance hours required to support the tempo of operations conducted 
by the Flight. Over the course of the operations in Vietnam, the Flight 
accumulated a formidablerecord of operational flight hours and citations for 
individual gallantry. This has set it apart from other operational units. 


While exposed to hostile fire and at great personal risk, aircrew flew on 
average 50 per cent more operational hours per month than any other 
Australian aircrew in comparable roles with other units. Aircrew were 
constantly engaged by the enemy, faced the danger of booby-trapped landing 
zones and frequently found themselves fired upon by friendly forces. The 
personnel who flew with the Flight arguably saw the most intense combat of 
any Royal Australian N avy personnel in the war. Despite the fact that none 
of the personnel had previous operational service and none had been under 
fire, they were courageous in battle, exhibited exceptional and extraordinary 
gallantry and did so with great skill and heroic dedication in executing a 
mission far removed from those for which they had been trained. Over the 
period of the Flight's operations in South Vietnam, five members of the unit 
died and 22 were wounded in action. 
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The extraordinary gallantry, dedication to duty and astonishing record of 
the Royal Australian N avy Helicopter Flight Vietnam conducting tasks far 
removed from the expectations of N aval service, has forever set it apart from 
other units. The extraordinary acts of gallantry and heroism consistently 
displayed by the personnel, combined with their loyal devotion to duty were 
in keeping with the finest traditions of the Royal Australian N avy and the 
Australian Defence Force.

The Royal Australian Navy Helicopter Flight Vietnam was formed on 
14 July 1967 to be integrated with the United States Army 135th Assault 
H elicopter Company (AH C) flying Iroquois helicopters in both utility and 
gunship configurations. T here were four contingents during the course of the 
war in Vietnam for a total of approximately 200 men and the first mission 
was flown on 3 November 1967. In an effort to boost morale a competition 
was run to design a new company crest and soon the unofficial badge with 
the motto 'Get The Bloody Job Done’ came into existence. In June 1971 
the unit ceased operations and soon after was disbanded. Lieutenant Tom 
Supple was a member of the Second Contingent. 


In one newspaper it was reported as follows, ‘Sub-Lieutenant Tom Supple, 
22 of Bartley Crescent, Wayville (Sth Aust) was the pilot of one of two 
helicopters which went to the aid of the unit under attack from the Viet 
Cong, six miles south of the helicopter base, at Camp Bearcat, a few miles 
east of Saigon. About 15 minutes after a call for assistance, two Iroquois 
helicopters were strafing the enemy with well-aimed rockets, and mini-gun 
attacks. A few minutes later, the gunships terminated the action forcing the 
enemy to clear the area. In a dawn search, VC bodies, two machine guns, 
several rifles and four rocket launchers were found.’ 

On another occasion it was reported, 'The 702nd Viet Cong Guerilla 
Company has been wiped out due to the efforts of two Navy pilots, Sub- 
Lieutenants Tom Supple of Wayville, South Australia, and Rick Symons of 
Sans Souci, NSW. Late last month, while flying their helicopter gunships 
near M y Tho, Province capital of the M ekong Delta, part of the 702nd was 
engaged by Symons and Supple, resulting in heavy enemy losses. R ecently 
the remaining 28 of the Company attempted to set up a mortar and B40 
rocket position, only half a mile from the capital, when they were spotted 
from the air. Within minutes Symons and Supple were airborne. Despite 
intensive machinegun fire their gunships zeroed in. Though close to dark 
they continued their attacks with rockets and mini-guns. By evening it was 
all over. The two pilots were credited with 16 enemy killed. Ground troops 
captured eight, the mortar, rocket launcher and eight weapons. The four 
unaccounted enemy surrendered next morning.’ 


In yet another news report from February 1969 it was stated, 'Two Australian 
naval pilots, one of them a South Australian, had a lucky escape when their 
US gunship helicopter crash-landed in Vietnam only yards from a heavily 
fortified enemy bunker. They managed to escape when another US gunship 
- again piloted by Australians - helped to pin down the Viet Cong with heavy 
machine-gun fire and then picked them up. The gunship, being flown by Sub- 
Lts. T.F.Supple, 22, of Bartley Crescent, Wayville, SA, and W.E.Symons, 21, 
of Sans Souci, N SW, was one of 14 helicopters flying in American troops in 
an assault. It was hit by a .50 calibre bullet which stopped the engine.

Announcing details of the incident today, the Navy Department said the 


gunship crash-landed in Vinh Long Province only 20 yards from the occupied 
Viet Cong bunker. Immediately the gunship landed the Viet Cong opened 


fire and tried to rush it. 


Two American gunners in the helicopter and another airborne gunship 


provided continuous fire at the bunker while the Australians landed the 


gunship. The Viet Cong made another attack on the gunship as the troops 
it was carrying were scrambling out. They were again kept at bay by one 
of its gunners with machine-gun fire. The troops and the Australian pilots 
scrambled out of the far side of the gunship and waded across a waist-deep 
canal. Other airborne gunships continued to direct heavy fire at the Viet 
Cong bunker while one of the gunships piloted by two other Australians 
landed to pick up the men. This gunship was piloted by Sub-Lt. M .A.Perrott, 


28, of Hastings, Victoria and Acting Sub-Lt. R.J.Kyle, 20, of Southport, 
Queensland. It was the second time that Sub-Lt. Supple had been shot down 
during an assault.

Citation: On April 9, 1986, whileon aroutine patrol, Cst. Randy M arquardt 
observed a high-rise apartment building on fire in Coquitlam, British 
Columbia. Having requested back-up and alerted the fire department, he 
entered the building, climbed the stairs to the 12th floor and began knocking 
on doors to warn occupants and direct them to the stairwell. By this time, 
smoke was dense throughout the building. He proceeded downstairs, 
stopping on each floor to alert occupants. Unable to enter the 9th floor 
because of the heavy smoke, he was met on the 8th by Sgt. Andrews who 
assisted him in his task. On the 6th floor, they were joined by Cst. Reg 
Steward and, having obtained a master key, they went back to the 12th 
floor to ensure all occupants had left the building. Again they were unable 
to enter the 9th floor. O nce outside Cst. M arquardt, who had been overcome 
by smoke inhalation, was helped to an ambulance. Cst. Steward and Sot. 
Andrews assisting in crowd control, observed seven people still stranded 
on 9th floor balconies. Along with Cst. Jan Van Den Born, they re-entered, 
climbed to the 9th and located apartments where peopleremained. They had 
to force their way in and break the balcony windows to get to the frightened 
occupants. They then assisted them to the stairwell and downstairs where 
they were treated for smoke inhalation.

William Colin Pruden died at Wellington, NSW on 10 January 1951 at the 
age of 52. He was born on 12 September 1898 in Portsmouth, England and 
at the age of 16 enlisted in the Army and for a short time was attached to 
forces defending the British coast from unexpected German attacks. H esoon 
transferred to the Royal Air Force and completed pilot training at Croydon. 
During his term in the RAF he was on one occasion dropping propaganda 
leaflets when his plane was shot down over France by a member of the famous 
Baron von Richthofen's Circus. He and his observer were captured, court 
martialled and sentenced to death for propaganda distribution. Fortunately, 
the British government intervened and threatened that if Pruden and his 
observer were shot there would bea reprisal on German prisoners held in 
England. As a result, the sentence was commuted and the pair spent two 
years as POWs in Germany. 
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After the war, Pruden took a refresher course in flying and was sent to 
assist the occupation forces in the Rhine. While there he won the RAF 
Championship for the 400 metres running race held in July 1920. He was 
later sent to Constantinople where he was engaged in defending the British 
oil lines in Persia. In 1925 he migrated to Australia and purchased a grazing 
property near that of his sister in Armidale, NSW. Due to his inexperience 
he lost everything. He then obtained a position with the Local Government 
body at Campbelltown and later was promoted to Deputy Clerk at Coolamon 
and continued on developing his career in local government. At the outbreak 
of WWII he enlisted in the RAAF (Service N 0.267711) but was denied a 
release by the Local Government Department. H ewas however appointed an 
officer in the Citizen Air Forcein J une1944 and in chargeof theAir Training 
Corps in Wellington. He enlisted in the Army (Service N o.N 427337) on 19 
M ay 1942 and at his date of discharge on 25 July 1944 was a Corporal 
with 25Bn of the Volunteer Defence Corps and for a time was in charge 
of training signallers. William Pruden continued in his civilian career and 
also took an active interest in community activities. After his funeral took 
place on January 11 his remains were interred in the M ethodist section of 
the Wellington Cemetery.

After WWII Australia was committed to providetroops for occupation duties 
in Japan. This led to the formation of the 34th Australian Infantry Brigade 
to consist of the 65th, 66th and 67th Australian Infantry Battalions. The 
65th Battalion was formed on 12 October 1945 from the 7th Division out of 
Balikpapan and it then sailed to M orotai to undergo training prior to joining 
the British Commonwealth O ccupation Forces in Japan. Battalions were re- 
designated on 23 November 1948 and the 65th Battalion was renamed 1st 
Battalion, Australian Regiment and on 31 M arch 1949 following approval 
to use the 'Royal' prefix was announced on 10 M arch 1949 it was renamed 
1st Battalion, Royal Australian Regiment. 


The RAR badge on the flag was designed by Sgt E.J.O'Sullivan of LRAR

1600 the two ships were attacked by torpedo 
bombers& "Glenroy" hit Aft. "Carlisle" took her in tow. Weraced back at 
full soeed & just before we reached scene we were attacked. Fierce barrage 
drove them off and they machine gunned the Jackal killing one man. Fish 
dropped at us but missed by a mile. Caught up with "Carlisle" +" Glenroy" 
+ did A/S sweep around them.’ 


HMAS Nizam was a N-class destroyer commissioned into the RAN in 
1940. During the period of the above diary entries, Nizam was ferrying 
troops from Crete to Alexandria. She was then assigned to the Tobruk 
Ferry Service running supply runs to forces under siege at Tobruk. She 
made 14 runs before being damaged on 14 September by a near-miss bomb 
which cracked her oil pipes. After being repaired she spent the rest of 1941 
escorting M alta convoys on bombardment operations in north Africa and 
transporting troops to Cyprus and H aifa. On 21 October, while evacuating 
Australian infantry Rats of Tobruk to Alexandria, she came under attack 
by German Stuka dive bombers. 


At the start of 1942 she sailed for Singapore as one of the escorts for the 
aircraft carrier HM S Indomitable. In June Nizam was one of the escort 
ships for a large convoy to M alta and was then assigned to the M adagascar 
Campaign. On 22 September 1942 she was assigned to Durban to patrol for 
Vichy French merchant ships capturing one and forcing another to scuttle. 
Then, after a refit in South Africa, she was attached to the British Eastern 
Fleet participating in sweeps of the Indian Ocean for enemy ships.

The signatures on the banknote were obtained by a U.S. soldier who was 
a warder at the Sugamo prison where the war criminals were being held. 
T here are eighteen signatures in both English and J apanese. T hose identified 
include six Generals, one M inister of Finance, one Colonel, one M ilitary 
Attache, and two career diplomats. The sentences received by these eleven 
at the 1948 trial were two hangings, seven life imprisonments, one twenty 
year's imprisonment and oneseven year's imprisonment. Among 25 verdicts 
and sentences handed down, one of those hanged was General Tojo H ideki 
- Prime M inister (1941-44), and M inister of War (1940-44). 


A newsreport of thenote's discovery in February 1982 stated:- A burglar who 
brokeinto the N orthfield SA home of lan and Joan M cLeod and turned out 
drawers looking for goodies, actually did them a good turn. H eunearthed a 
unique note that could beworth $10,000 or more- a] apanese 100 yen note 
carrying the signatures of 18 defendants of the famous trial of J apanese war 
criminals following World War II. 


"I'd stuck the note in a drawer with hundreds of old photographs 32 years 
ago and forgotten about it," says lan. "By pure chance we came across it 
when we were sorting through the mess the burglar left." When lan was a 
member of the occupation forces in Japan, the note was given to him by a 
US soldier drinking buddy who was a warder at the Sugamo prison where 
the war criminals were being held. The" buddy" had received it for favours 
he did for prisoners such as bringing them cigarettes.

The yen story has another lucky twist. lan's wife Joan happened to tune 
into a radio talk by Adelaide coin and banknote expert, Dion Skinner. On 
impulse she rang him and the rest could make history. "You can't put a 
price on the note," says Dion Skinner. "It captures a point in history. It's of 
international importance. You only haveto think about the men who signed 
thenote. There was General Tojo Hideki, Prime M inister and Army M inister 
during the war as well as eight top generals. Six of the 18 defendants were 
hanged, 10 got life imprisonment, one got 20 years and one Seven years. 
Quite a select company!" 


It should be noted that Dion Skinner did not actually see the note and 
was advised by the caller that it had been signed by Prime M inister Tojo 
Hideki. His signature cannot be located on the note although there are a 
few signatures faded or written over dark sections on the back of the note 
so perhaps it is one of these. N onetheless the banknote is a rare piece of 
military and world history.

M erchant scrip was private currency issued by merchants because of the 
remoteness of the company's operations and the lack of banking facilities. 
The scrip was redeemable by the lumber workers at the company's stores 
and sometimes at other trading stores. 


Alfred Dickie of Upper Stewiacke, N ova Scotia wasa prominent figurein the 
lumber and timber milling business when he formed the Grand River Pulp 
& Lumber Co Limited. The new company, of which he was president, cut 
pulpwood in Labrador and held largetracts of timber limits around H amilton 
Inlet. These large holdings at Labrador created an ownership dispute between 
Quebec and Newfoundland with Quebec officials stamping the Dickie 
companies pulpwood as crown wood that belonged to their province. The 
dispute finally went to the British Privy Council in 1904 and belatedly in 
1927 it ruled in N ewfoundland's favour although Q uebec appealed and this 
was not cancelled until 1971. 


Dickie's businesses were seriously affected by weather conditions as well as 
natural disasters and he suffered severe financial downturns. H e continued 
his involvement in the timber industry but was also prominent in public 
affairs and in politics. He died a wealthy man in 1929.

A rare bill of exchange written and signed by Lachlan M acQuarie of Ulva, 
a small island off the coast of the island of Mull in the Inner Hebrides, a 
chain of islands off the west coast of Scotland. He is the father of Lachlan 
M acquarie (note that his son records his name in the Anglicised spelling as 
M acquarie, also a Gaelic version of the name is M acGuaire ), governor of 
N ew South Wales (1 J anuary 1810 - 30 November 1821). Lachlan M acQuarie 
(1715-c1775), a carpenter by trade, was a cousin of the sixteenth and last 
clan chief of the M acQuaries of Ulva and his wife, (Governor Lachlan 
M acquarie’s mother), was the only sister of M urdoch M aclaine, 19th Laird 
of Lochbuy, M ull. 


Recently the Scottish government stopped the sale of the island of Ulva. 
It only has five residents and is barren and windswept but locals from the 
island of M ull have been given a grant to buy and redevelop it for tourism 
while maintaining its historic links to M ajor General Lachlan M acquarie, 
Governor of N ew South Wales, who in 1817 became the first person to use 
the name ‘Australia’ in an official document. 


M acquarie was born at Ormaig on Ulva on 31 J anuary 1762 but his family 
moved to a small farm at Oskamull on the Isle of M ull in 1772. His father, 
Lachlan senior, died in c1775 when he was fourteen and young Lachlan then 
volunteered for army service and went on to forge a distinguished career 
in the British army. His first wife, Jane Jarvis daughter of the Chief J ustice 
of Antigua, died of tuberculosis in 1796. In November 1807 he married 
his cousin, Elizabeth Campbell and bought a property at M ull and while 
he was away she started renovating it as they intended to live there after 
he retired in 1821. They did so in 1824 for a short time but unfortunately 
while on business in London in that same year he was taken sick and died. 
He and his wife and their two children, Jane and Lachlan, are buried in a 
mausoleum on M ull at a site maintained by the N ational Trust of Australia 
and at this site he is described as 'The Father of Australia’. There are also 
many areas, streets, buildings and other sites particularly in Australia bearing 
the M acquarie name in his honour.

Joseph and J udah Solomon were] ewish shopkeepers at Inverness in England 
when in 1819 they were convicted of hiring burglars to repossess unpaid 
goods. T hey weresentenced to transportation for life and after first reaching 
Sydney they arrived at H obart Town in M arch 1820. By January 1821 they 
had opened a general store and both were foundation subscribers to the 
Bank of Van Diemen's Land. They prospered and opened other stores in 
different locations. In 1832 they both received conditional pardons. By 1839 
Joseph announced that he was withdrawing from the partnership with his 
brother although the formal resolution did not come until three years later 
(see above document with dissolution declaration signed 9 J une 1842). J udah 
Solomon was instrumental in the development of the first J ewish synagogue 
in Tasmania with a gift of portion of his land in H obart and also making a 
generous donation. There is a plaque inside the synagogue recognising this 
donation of land by Judah Solomon, Treasurer of the Synagogue. 


On 17 May 1820 George Dudfield was tried at the Old Bailey for having 
a counterfeit banknote in his possession. He was found not guilty. A few 
years later he was sentenced for another crime to 14 years at Surrey Special 
Session of Gaol Delivery and transported, departing on the M edina on 10 
April 1825. Hearrived at Van Diemen's Land on 14 September 1825. 


George Dudfield and J udah Law were victims of a fraud when a watchmaker 
named Lewis Henry Lazarus attempted to borrow money from Judah Law 
using a forged bill in the name of George Dudfield of Oatlands. On 15 M ay 
1837 Lazarus was convicted and received a life sentence. 


One of the games in the Skulduggery series sold to tourists at the H eritage 
Highway Visitor Centres and based on true crimes involves the nefarious 
dealings of publican, gaoler, trickster and black-guard George Dudfield.

Although the ink notation on the back indicates an 1890 use, it also seems 
possible that these notes formed part of the need for a circulating note in 
the 1850s and 1860s. The port of Robe Town, in the southern part of South 
Australia was in thelate 1850s an entry point for many Chinese after Victoria 
introduced a prohibitive entry tax to stem the flow of Asian migrants to 
the goldfields. In order to avoid the tax, ships from China dropped these 
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migrants at Robe Town, and from there the Chinese began the long trek 
eastward to the goldfields of Ballarat, M ount Alexander etc. Ormerod and 
Co., alocal firm in Robe produced ten shilling notes which only lasted a year, 
of which today only a few survive (see next lot). They were rather ironically 
produced in M elbourne by Ferguson & Mitchell who are known to have 
produced banknotes in the 1890s. George Omerod was born in 1822 at 
Rochdale in England and emigrated to Victoria in 1842. He later came to 
South Australia and in 1846 took up 87 square miles of land at N aracoorte, 
known as the Naracoorte run. The station was sold in 1848 and George 
Omerod commenced business at Robe as a Wool Buyer, General M erchant 
and shipping Agent. He died in 1872 at the age of 50 years.

The Derrones were a Thraco-M acedonian tribe that lived in the mountain 
Pangei (Pernar), on the river Strymon in M acedon. Types exist with the ox 
cart going to left and others to the right. Recent hoards and other earlier 
finds suggest less than 100 of these large silver coins survive today. The 
context and meaning of the types of the Derrones' dodekadrachms are stil| 
being debated. Little is known of this tribe other than what can be gleaned 
from their surviving coinage. H oard find-spots suggest that they inhabited 
inland Paeonia, and the absence of their coins from the A syut hoard suggests 
that the coinage postdates the burial of that hoard. The obverse type depicts 
a male figure who is most likely the tribal king and hereditary high priest 
while the helmet suggests a military reference.

"Stamp Design Competition. 


Mr.R.A. Harrison (was) first. Three of the first five successful competitors in 
thestamp design competition conducted by the committee of the International 
Philatelic Exhibition are Victorians. M orethan 100 designs were submitted 
from all parts of Australia, Great Britain, France, India, South Africa, and 
the United States, and five of the first seven successful competitors were 
Australians. The awards were announced yesterday. 


Mr. R. A. Harrison, of the Government note printing branch, Fitzroy, 
obtained the First award-a gold medal. His design embodied the King's 
head. Thesecond placewas taken by M r.H. Perry, of Venusstreet, Caulfield, 
with a koala design, for which a silver medal was given. The third award 
(bronze medals) was shared by Mr. E. N. Broad, 50 Treen avenue, Barnes, 
England, and Mr. E. M. Horne, Tyne street, Gilberton (S.A.). The design 
submitted by M r. Broad was of the King's head, and that submitted by M r. 
H orne had as its base the kangaroo. The cockatoo design of Mr. J. Trevor, 
N ar-nar-goon, was highly commended. T he designs of M r. F. H .Burrell, sixth 
avenue, J oslin E. Adelaide (kangaroo and wheatfield), and of M r.H. W. Barr, 
Nasik road, India (allegorical). Special bronze medals will be awarded to 
the three last-mentioned competitors. All the successful designs have been 
sub-mitted to the Postmaster-G eneral's department with a view to possible 
adoption for use as Australian stamps. Should any design be accepted the 
author will be granted a premium of £25. It is considered possible that each 
of the first three or even four designs may be adoptcd. 


Mr. Harrison, the winner, also won the competition conducted in 1926 for 
the Canberra stamp, and both heand Mr. H. Perry, the second prize winner, 
are officers of the Government note and stamp printing branch. M r. Broad 
is on the staff of a firm of stamp printers in England, and Mr. Barr is the 
manager of the Indian Government printers. The judges of the competition 
expressed appreciation of the high average quality of the designs. 


T hejudges were:-M r. P. T. Berry, Chairman; M r. James M urray (representing 
the Postmaster-General), Mr. John Ash (technical representative), Mr. J. 
S. M acdonald (representing Australian artists) and Mr. A. A. Rosenblum 
(honorary secretary of theInternational Philatelic Exhibition). The exhibition 
will be held at the Town Hall in October and N ovember."
